CHICAGO, April 29—The strike situation assumed the proportions of gen- 


eral rioting this noon. A caravan of wagons without an escort, was attacked 
in the retail district. Non-union drivers, armed with 38 calibre revolvers de- 
fended themselves by firing indiscrimi nately. 


There was a fusillade of.shots. Charles Libensky, 
a 
spectator, 
was 


wounded. Several negro strike breakers have been arrested. Later 2000 men 
and boys surrounded Roy Youngblood, colored and attempted to lynch him. 
Youngblood fell beneath the blows and kicks of his assailants, drew a knife 
and the police rescued him. Wm. Brown, colored, was shot in the groin. Geo. 
Bartlett, colored, was pulled from a wagon and beaten.

The full meaning of the strike has 


been brought home to the public. Boy- 
cott against "struck" firms was rig- 
idly enforced, and conditions exlra- 
ordinary even in a strike developed. 
.Groceries, coal, Ice and meats were 
kept away from the firms involved. 
Even florists, except those delivering 
for funerals, were affected. 
The hay, 


grain and feed drivers took action, 
shutting off the feed from all barns 
where strikes are on. 
Hundreds of 


horses stabled in the barns are threat- 
ened 
with starvation. Railway ex- 


press companies and their patrons 
were especially hampered. 
At the 


headquarters of the railway express 
wagon drivers' union hundreds of re- 
quests were received by telephone 
and by business men in person ask- 
ing that permission be given to make 
shipments, but all requests were re- 
fused. 


Twelve arrests were made for inter- 


ference with the injunction, all of 
them being made at one time and 
place. Two wagons loaded with coa 
approached the Union League club on 
Jackson boulevard, and when they at 
tempted 
to drive into the narrow 


alley east of the clubhouse to unload 
the nonunion teamsters were attacked 
by a crowd of strike sympathizers 
and a lively fight resulted. The wag- 
ons were plainly marked with copies 
of the injunction, and the police in 
charging the mob arrested 12 strikers 
Two persons were shot and seriously 
injured by Charles King, a nonunion 
driver for the Pacific Express com- 
pany. 
King was on a Blue Island 


avenue car when a crowd of strikers 
who had followed him boarded the 
AT and attacked him. King drew a 
revolver and emptied it at his assail- 
ants. He shot none of the men who 
attacked him, but instead the bullets 
struck and seriously wounded two 
men who were standing near watch- 
ng the fight.

Retreat a Blunder—Says 
He Would 


Have Held Mukden—Army, Not 


in Danyer, 


NEWS OF 


Gunshu Pass, Manchuria, April 29.— 


General Linevitch granted an Inter- 
view at his headquarters here, in the 
course of which he expressed hirnsplf 
as highly satisfied with the present 
condition of the Russian army and its 
readiness to assume the 
offensive. 


He manifested emphatic regret for 
the retirement from 
Mukden. 
The 


new commander-in-chief said that the 
peril to the trniy at that juncture was 
overestimated, and that the day was 
far from being lest when the retreat 
was ordered. 


With his eyes gleaming with an in- 


domitable energy, and emphasizing 
his words with a blow upon the camp 
table before him, General Linevitch 
exclaimed: 
"I 
would certainly not

have retreated. 
I realize that it Is 


easy now to pass judgment upon ac- 
complished facts: but. nevertheless, I 
repeat I' would not have retreated. 
I 


persuaded Kuropatkin to stand at Tie 
pass and we halted there for a time. 
We could have remained, but on ac- 
count of certain administrative fac- 
tors he considered it inexpedient, and 
the retirement was continued. 
After 


assuming command I gave the men a 
day's 
rest. The Japanese did not 


press us, as their condition was quite 
as bad as ours. As for that unfortu- 
nate retirement itself, any observer 
can convince himself that its signifi- 
cance and...'especially its .influence 
upon the army has been industriously 
and greatly exaggerated by the Jap- 
anese and the foreign press. The re- 
treat was in no sense in the nature 
of a complete rout, proof of which Is 
evident in the fact that in less tnan 
a month after the retreat the two 
armies which were thrown int- con- 
fusion by the Japanese had been col- 
lected and fully 
reorganized. 
The 


first army did not require this, hav- 
ing retired in order." 


General Linevitch attributes the 


greater success of the first army dur- 
ing the retreat to the relatively more 
advantageous position in which it was 
located. He admitted that there were 
heavy losses in both men and ma- 
terial 
during the 
retirement, 
and 


especially to the wagon train; but he 
declared that this also was exagger- 
ated. 


Powers May Move For Peace. 


Washington, April 29. — Expecting 


that Washington is destined to play 
an important part in the preliminary 
negotiations that will precede the ces- 
;ation of hostilities between 
Russia 


and Japan, even though the American 
capital may not be selected as the 
scene for the actual peace negotia- 
tions. Baron Sternburg. the German 
ambassador, and Mr. .lusserand, the 
French ambassador, will sail for their 
respective countries soon after con-

with 
President 
Roosevelt 


when he returns from the west. Baron 
Sternburg will have several audiences

The money was paid to the 
university last March 
through the

National Bank of Athens, of 


which Senator Moore is the cashier, 
upon the order of L. M. .Tewett. secre- 
tary of the university. 


But, it turns out that the dormitory 


is not owned by the state. It is not on 
university land.

tion, which was done by Drs. Slewiirt 
and Cramptou. in the Pennsylvania 
hospital. He was told that there was 
a small chance of his surviving the op- 
eration, but he sairl that he would risk 
his life rather than, exist a hopeless 
paralytic. To the surprise of the sur 
geons he rallied splendidly from th 
operation, and to their great satisf.ic 
tion and to the patient's unbounded de 
light 24 hours after he had come ou 
of the ether a tickling sensation began 
to shoot through his legs. In a few 
days the success of the operation had 
been demonstrated by the gradual re 
turning of Tripp's control of hi« bodv 


Just two years ago Tripp was acci 


dentally shot while studying in the 
Ann Arbor university. The 
bill 


lodged in the spine, and for months hist 
life was despaired of. His family wa 
wealthy and everything possible was 
dona for him. But 
not one of the 


score of surgeons called from nil part« 
of the country would advise an opera- 
tion, saying that it inevitably would 
mean the young man's death. It was 
the result of an operation on Clar.i 
Nichols, a waitress, in this city, that 
decided Tripp to come here foi ailen- 
tion. Miss Nichols was shot by her 
sweetheart '.n the back when dining 
a Chestnut street restaurant. The

Washington, April 29.—Chile's fail- 


ure to return to Peru the provinces of 
Tacna and Arica and her rejection of 
the treaty providing for the arbitra- 
tion of the question, while it has 
aroused the indignation of all Peru- 
vians, will not, in the opinion of Peru- 
vian officials at Washington, lead to 
a war at this time. 


Washington, April 20.—One of Vir- 


ginia's foremost sons, General Fitz- 
hugh Lee, lies dead in this city, ttm 
result of an attack of apoplexy and 
paralysis. The general was stricken 
while traveling by rail from Boston. 
to Washington. When the train ar- 
rived in this city he was removed to 
Providence hospital, where he passed 
away at 11:20 Friday night. The end 
came quietly and was without pain. 
Mrs. 
Lee and other members of the 


family were in Tennessee when Gea- 
eral Lee was stricken, and they are 
now on the way to the national cap- 
ital. 


General Fitzbugh Lee came from 


the noted Virginia family, and was a 
nephew of the famous Confederate 
general and fighter, Robert B. Lee, 
who surrendered to General Grant. 
He was born in Clermont, Fairfax 
county, Virginia, Nov. 11, 1835; gradu- 
ated at the United States military 
academy in 1856, was commissioned 
second lieutenant of cavalry and wa« 
severely wounded in a fight with the 
Indians. 
He was instructor of cav- 


alry tactics in West Point when the 
Civil war broke out and immediately 
resigned his commission and joined 
Ewell's brigade of the 
Confederate 


army. Then he became colonel of the 
First Virginia cavalry, was promoted 
to brigadier general and then 
major 


general 
in 1863. Later he com- 


manded the 
whole cavalry corps 


of the army of Northern Virginia "Sfr" 
til he surrendered to General Mead* 
at Farmville. From 1886 to 1890 he 
was governor of Virginia, was consul 
general at Havana -when Cuba began 
the last rebellion against Spain, and 
when the war with Spain broke out 
he was appointed major general of 
United States volunteers and was 
later placed in command of the Sev- 
enth Army corps. Hecently he was 
identified with the Jamestown expo- 
sition.

The departure from Japan of the 


Waseda university baseball team for 
America marks the beginning of a new 
:ra in the athletics of Japan, says Fred 
Merrifield, ex-captain of the Chicago- 
university baseball team, writing to 
the Chieago Tribune from Tokyo. Hith- 
erto the Japanese players have meas- 
ured themselves by the pickup teams 
if the ports from the foreign warships- 
or at best by themselves. Of late 
vears the local players have usually 
>een easy victors over their American 
and English opponents, who have had 
ittle or uo opportunity for practice. 
The 
universities, colleges, middle 


schools and even those of lower grade 
all have their champions or their 
skillful players. ~T.be Japanese believe 
n giving a man a fair chance. If he 
cannot speak or sing, wrestle or light 
skillfully and yet proves himself a 
champion in athletics they honor him 
heartily for what he can do aud forget 
Ms shortcomings. They believe thor- 
oughly in specialization, and some of 
them overspecialize In such a sport as 
baseball. They feel they must come up 
to the world standard in whatever they 
undertake; then it is time for other 
things. 


The Japanese 
students ordinarily 


wear white uniforms in their play, 
with blue socks or "tabl" for footwear. 
No doubt such a dress is much cooler 
in the hot weather, with no stockings 
or stiff shoes, but there is a correspond- 
ing loss of speed and quickness of start 
which spikes would at once make pos- 
sible. 


The native baseballs are a trifle 


smaller than our own and do not keep 
their shape and hardness as well. The 
American balls, bats, etc., are not 
strangers, however, to these children 
of progress. All this apparatus may 
not be understood at once, but it is 
here and is used until it is mastered. 


Suppose the pitcher does stand be- 


hind his plate and step forward to it, 
as his foreign competitors at the port 
are accustomed to do; yet tell him he 
need not pitch quite so far and he nev- 
er will make tUfe mistake again. 
It 


sometimes sounds queer to hear the 
umpire call. "Strike—ball!" instead of 
"Strike:" simply. But the wonder is 
that they use English terms at all on 
the diamond. In fact, all the common 
words of the game are spoken in Eng- 
lish, but -woe betide the man who tries 
to make out the Japanese words of 
coaching. While you're thinking what 
it all means the man is under you at 
second. 


The other day I was coaching a new 


pitcher on "drops." "placing," etc., and 
was acting as batter to help his eye- 
At a suitable stage in the process I 
turned to instruct the catcher on some 
point or other. The point -was under- 
stood, and we -were about to resume 
our positions, when zip came the ball 
past my ear and caught the unfortu- 
nate catcher squarely on the cheek- 
bone. Two more points are illustrated: 
The catcher scarcely moved a muscle, 
and never a sound came from his lips. 
He quietly walked away to bathe his 
swollen face. That is a bit of Japa- 
nese stoicism, for we all know how a 
straight ball stings. Again, the pitcher 
Liad been -working so hard to master 
that new finger movement and "locate" 
his batter that he all but- did the op- 
posite to his fellow player. That is 
Japanese persistence and eagerness, 
Just a bit of it 


College yells have not yet been adopt- 


ed in Japan, though the crowds of on- 
lookers clap their hands freely in ap- 
plause. I heard one or two men hiss- 
ing at a recent game, but concluded 
they did not know its meaning in Eng- 
lish, for they did not look hostile. It 
was quite refreshing to bear the Wa- 
seda team give a newly made yell as 
the steamer pulled out and to hear 
their new baseball song In real, living 
Japanese. Put them on the battlefield 
and that lusty song -would have anoth- 
er meaning. Manager Abe said recent- 
ly at a dinner given in honor of the 
team by one of the teacher mission- 
aries: 


You see, we have to hold In and 


cool in pltiTing baseball. If we 


could only get desperate now -we \vould 
feel that we bajd a little more chance 
to win In America."

Coiunreherinive Display to Be Made 


at Ijenls and Clark Exposition. 
The Alaskan exhibit at the Lewis 


and Clark exposition to be held in 
Portland, Ore., will be more complete 
and Interesting than that at the St. 
Louis exposition. Governor John G. 
Brady of the district of Alaska, who 
a executive commissioner, is at pres- 
ent in Alaska arranging for additions 
to be made to tue exhibit which will 
serve to make It materially more In- 
structive. 


Alaska is paying considerable atten- 
ion to the centennial Inasmuch as the 
enterprise is distinctly western, and the 
people of the district feel that they are 
now afforded their best opportunity to 
exploit the country. In consequence of 
this a liberal display of large and valu- 
able gold nuggets, representing one of 
the principal resources of Alaska, will 
be made. The marble display at St. 
Louis was awarded a gold medal, but 
the exhibit at Portland will be larger 
and more comprehensive, and the same 
may be said of the tin, coal and other 
mineral displays. 


Of the various exhibits there will be 


one of totem poles, characteristic of the 
peculiar sculpture of the Alaskan In- 
dians. 


The intention is to have the poles ar- 


ranged in a circle just south of the 
Alaskan wing of the Government build- 
Ing. An Indian dugout fifty-four feet 
lony will be floated upon Guild's lake. 


Aside from the mineral displays and 


those of archaeological and geological 
research Alaska will make a very thor- 
ough exhibit of its agricultural and 
natural resources. 
Forestry, grazing 


and fishing industries will also be rep- 
resented with cre.litable displays. 


The Alaskan educational exhibit will 


Include displays from the various edu- 
cational institutions for white people 
and also from the government free 
schools for Indians. Transparent pho- 
tographs depicting Alaskan scenes will 
be shown upon the windows of the 
Imildlnjr. The great topographical map 
of the district of Alaska, explaining the 
resources and character of the various 
sections, which proved a popular fea- 
ture at the St Louis exposition, will be 
Deluded in the exhibit at Portland.

After being al- 
lowed to boil for from two to five min- 
utes, one lo two hours in the box will 
prepare them thoroughly for the tahl« 
Soups (ire greatly improved by being 
allowed to develop for two or three 
hours in the hay-box. 


The hay-boxes now being offered for 


sale in German stores are usually lined 
and partitioned with hay, felt .etc., and 
the receptacles are furnished with co\- 
erings which can be securely locked 
Such boxes are useful when food is 
lo be transported, for instance from 
lestaiirants; but there is one serious 
objection to them—their 
immovable 


lelt and upholstery may become moist 
and moldy. A home made hay-box will 
usually be found cheaper and 
more 


piactical. 
Any kind of pots can be 


used all hough earthen ones hold the 
heat best. When the pots have been 
placed in the box without lifting

lids, they should be covered with a

The chief advantages of the bay-box 


may be summarized as follows:

LASGOW'S experience -with tel- 


ephones should be of interest 
to those citizens of this country 
who are complaining of extor- 


tionate rules for inferior service. As 
usual, the Scotch metropolis was the 
first city in the kingdom to challenge 
the supremacy of the telephone trust, 
which in Great Britain goes by the 
name of tbe National Telephone coui- 
yany. 


Tbe fight for a municipal franchise 


Iras a complicated and interesting one. 
In 
1011 
the 
imperial 
government 


through its postofilce department pro- 
poses To t.ike over the control of The 
telephone system of the United King- 
dom. 
At that time the National Tele- 


phone company will be compelled to 
surrender its property at its actual mar- 
ket value without a pennj additional 
for good will or franchises. Thu mu- 
nicipalities expect to arrive at some 
agreement with the general government 
by which they will be left in partial 
control of thi-ir plants and to share in 
its profits. Bo this as it may. the last 
privately owned telephone will disap- 
pear iii about six years froai thirf date. 


It is more than ten years ago since 


Glasgow proclaimed revolt against the 
high charges and bad service of the 
private telephone company'. A commit- 
tee of the city council reported in fa- 
vor of establishing a municipal plant, 
and. without goiug into details, it may 
be stated that on March 1, 1900. Clas- 
gow obtained tbe first license ever 
granted to a city for the purpose of 
constructing and operating a telephone 
system. 


The work of construction was beguu 


in July, 1900. and up to the present 
time Glasgow has expended $1,350.000 
on its telephone plant. While the city 
contains only twenty square miles of 
territory, the telephone wires reach out 
over nearly teu times that large a dis- 
trict. 


Under tbe old telephone company no 


effort was made to reach the suburban 
area. 
The private company catered 


only to the congested district and im- 
agined that it would lose money if it 
improved the service, extended the 
scope or lowered the rates. L'uder its 
management the average annual cost 
of a telephone was SCO or more. 
It 


took from one to ten minutes to make 
a connection. 


Tbe Glasgow telephone service is the 


best I have ever inspected. I was'in- 
formed that statistics showed that the 
average time required to make a con- 
nection was less than fifteen seconds. I 
made a test ou my own account and 
called 'up ten subscribers. Of the nine 
who responded the average time from 
unhooking the receiver to answers from 
those addressed was fourteen seconds. 
It should lie explained that the tele- 
phone booth is practically unknown in 
tbe office of a Glasgow business man. 
The instrument is on the edge of his 
desk, and the receiver aud transmitter 
are in one piece. 


The rate to a subscriber for a serv- 


ice with an unlimited number of calls 
over the entire system is §25.50 a year. 
There is no installation charge and no 
dues of any kind other thaii the annual 
payment of this amount. A toll serv- 
ice is rendered for $17 a year, with an 
additional charge of a penny for each 
outward message, with unlimited in- 
ward calls free. On a party line with 
more than four subscribers the rate is 
$6 per annum, with an unlimited num- 
ber of calls. 


There are 11.000 subscribers to the 


municipal telephone system of Glas- 
gow. The private company predicted 
that the insanity of the management 
In reducing rates aud giving decent 
service would result in financial ruin, 
but the investment showed a profit of 
$100,000 a year. 


The cleansing department of Glasgow 


is an interestine institution. It owns 
thousands of acres of farm lands where 
once wetv nothing but Inigs and marsh- 
es. To these farms nre conveyed tbe 
refuse products of the streets. On tbcai 
are stone quarries and brickyards own- 
ed and operated t»y the city. Tbere are 
also great factories. Oonnectiiu; the 
fa<-Jone« and the farms is a system of 
steam railway, the city owning more 
than ~(*t railway <-ars and a large num- 
ber of I<xx»in<rt5v<«i.

$185.000 for depreciation-a most liber- 
al allowance for a new plant -the de- 
partment placed the balance to its cred- 
it. 


Glasgow purchased the private «as 


plants iu 1S09 and has luade profit on 
The investment every yeai since then. 
Tins great industry uow has a capital 
account ev<-eedmg $10.tHJiU ioo. aud the 
gross profits last year paired the .$!,- 
000.000 mark for the fir^t time in tbe 
history of the enterprise. When the 
original purchase was made it was ar- 
ranged that the owners should receive 
in perpetuity annuities and stock val- 
ued at more than $2,000,nOO. The city 
has now adopted .the policy of pur- 
chasing at a premium these annuities 
aud last jear wiped out more than one-, 
third of the amount, t'nder private 
management gas cost consumers from 
$1.25 to $l.fiO a thousand feet, but this 
lias been .steadily reduced until the 
rates now stand at 48 cents fjr motive 
power and 54 cents for hfihtniij. When 
the plant is fully paid fur, which will 
not be many years tit the preseut rate 
of profits, the citizens of (Jhisjjow will 
pay uot more than 30 cents for gas, 
though it costs much mure for oil and 
coal in Scotland than in any part of 
the United States. 


It is nearly forty years since Glas- 


gow startled Great Britain by declaring 
war on the slums and tenements, which 
disgraced the city. The property own- 
ers refused to remedy conditions and 
the city took radical steps. It pushed 
through parliament a bill giving it 
power to coudemu and purchase in- 
sanitary property. 
Armed with this 


act, the city authorities of Glasgow 
wiped out whole districts of insanitary 
property, and the city started by C.QJI- 
strueting 
several 
moayl 
Tenement 


houses. 


Glasgow now owns millions and mil- 


lions of dollars' worth of dwellings and 
is one of the world's greatest landlords. 
Its competition with private landlords 
is friendly, but wonderfully effective. 
Tbe city fixes a rate of rents beyond 
which others cuiinot go. It riyidly en- 
forces 
building and 
sanitary laws 


which have greatly reduced tbe death 
rate. 


Glasgow has municipalized all the 


common services with the exception or 
cemeteries. It is the owner of profita- 
ble markets and slaughter bouses; It 
maintains a splendid system of baths 
and washhouses; it possesses a mag- 
nificent art gallery and has built a 
"people's palace" which eombiues a 
winter garden, art gallery, museum, 
reading rooms, theater and concert 
hall: it fux-nishes hydraulic power at 
cost; it spends vast amounts on parks, 
music aud entertainments. These and 
other functions are financed and man- 
aged by the elected representatives of 
the city. 


Party lines are absolutely ignored 


when it comes to the election of mem- 
bers.of the city council. The man who 
has served his people faithfully seldom 
is opposed when election day arrives. 


The city hall of Glasgow does not re- 


mind the visitor of any civic structure 
in the United States. 
No swarms ot 


loafers, ward heelers and office bro- 
kers or seekers hang about its entrance 
or lounge in its halls. You are not per- 
mitted to smoke or carry a lighted 
cigar. One sees business men, archi- 
tects, engineers, bankers and others 
who have occasion to visit the various 
departments. 
The atmosphere is that 


of a well regulated bank or great mer- 
cantile establishment. It is the busi- 
ness office of a municipal estate worth 
more than §90,000,000. 


There is no army of parasites draw- 


ing salaries for work which is not per- 
formed. 
There is no line of citizens 


ready to commit perjury in order that 
they may escape their fair share of the 
burdens of taxation. There are no go 
betweens employed by dishonest wealth 
to extort by bribery favors from those 
who have taken an oath to faithfully 
serve their city and community- Al- 
dernieu meet in public to devise ways 
and means which shall promote the 
public good. There are no ward lead- 
ers. 
There is no gaug. There is no 


pull. There is no graft. The men at 
the bead of affairs would no sooner 
think of robbing their city than they 
would of stealing from tbeir cburcb or 
their club. 


Just a glance at Edinburgh, the most

A VICKSBIIHG INCIDENT 


Col. 
Charles H. Kihler aprosops to 


he coming dedication of memorials m 
Vickuburg, recalls an incident of 
the 
1 


si<jKe which is interesting because of 
he light it throws on the character of 
Jeneral Grant. The latter's four-word 
3ndorsernent reveal the bluntness and 
letermination of the man. -Judge Kill- 
er wrote the report of the incident arid 
ins the original, endorsed as stated, 
n his possession. 
He says: 


The night of the 3rd day of July, 


180-'i, at Vicksburg (the terms of the 
surrender having been settled) was as 
rjuiet as the grave .until a little before 
10 o'clock, when 
two cannon 
shots 


were fired from a confederate battery 
near the river, at the federal redoubt 
palled "Fort Woods," situate near the 
river, a mile or so above the city. This 
was startling. Not knowing what 
it 


meant, Colonel Charles R. Woods, llie 
brigade commander on the right of the 
Federal lines, sent to the division com- 
mander the following report: 
-"Headquarters 2nd Brigade, 
1st Div. 


1st A. C. 
"Walnut Hills, Miss., July '.'„ 1863. 
"Major: 
Since ten minutes before 


ten o'clock tonight, the enemy have 
fired twice at my redoubt in the flat 
near the river. 


"I am respectfully yr. obt. servant, 


"CH'AS. >H. WOODS, 


"Major .T. W. Paddock, 
Commanding 


Brigade, A. A>. Genl. 
1st 
Div., 1st 


A. C." 


In the course of about an hour, this 


paper was returned 
with these en- 


dorsements (respectively in the hand- 
writing of General Steele and General 
Grant) viz: 
"Headquarters 1st. Div., 1st A. C. 


"July ?., 1863. 


"Respectfully referred to headquarters 
of the Dept. of the Tenn. 


"FRED K. STEEiLE, 


"Major Genl. Comdg. 


"Return every shot fired. 


"U, S. GRANT, 


"Maj. Genl. Comdg." 


There were no further shots from 


the confederate battery and the inci- 
dent closed. 


The only conceivable explanation is. 


that the .shots were fired by some sub- 
altern who opposed the surrender and 
took that unusual, and under the cir- 
sutoPtances inexcusable, 
method 
of 


indicating his protest against it, or 
that it 
was the irresponsible act of 


some gunner who intended to create a 
sensation.

llev. Dr. Charles A. Eutou, pastor of 


the Euclid Avenue Baptist church in 
•levelaud, O., at which John D. Rocke- 
t-ller worships, recently accepted the 
tivitatioii of the New York World to 
peak about the "rich of America." He 
aid: 


'America is the land of great for- 


unes, created for the most part by 
men of brains and character who have 
eized the unparalleled industrial op- 
lortunities of the past half century 
nd who have, while making money for 
bemselves, largely increased the total 
wealth and well being of the nation. 


Side by side with the growth of 


wealth poverty has lifted its grlrn 
ront Into dark and sobi'ring contrast. 
Labor has instinctively and uecessa- 
ily organized Itself to counterbalance 
:orporate capital. 
These two great 


'orces are still at war, but eveutually 
hey will have to co-operate. Our cities 
have grown so fast and their racial 
diversity is so great that, although we 
have a 'true city civilization, we have 
uo public morality or public opinion 
powerful enough to save us from the 
civil corruption which is at ouce our 
shame and menace. In the mad race 
for money, which has spread like a 
deadly disease among all classes, our 
political machinery has so often de- 
jenerated into the means of advancing 
jrivate and class interests that faith 
n our institutions arid the men who 
work them is on the wane. We have 
passed the constitutional or political 
stage of our history and are now so 
completely in the age of economics that 
iterature, art, government and even 
religion have for the moment dropped 
to a secondary, place. There is serious 
question if American civilization today 
las a moral and spiritual basis suffi- 
cient for its future 


'Amid such conditions ns these what 


has the country the right to ask of its 
rich men and their children? It has a 
right to ask of them all that it de- 
mands of any morally responsible citi- 
zen—namely, that they shall fully dis- 
charge their obligations to society. 


"Class preaching, like class legisla- 


tion, is always vlcioug. Wholesale de- 
nunciation of the rich, is as futile a; 
any other form of slander. Moral obli- 
gation is binding upon men as men 
•without regard to their social or eco- 
nomic condition. There are no class 
distinctions in moral law. Whatever is 
right is right for the same reason. At 
the bar of God wealth and poverty are 
meaningless terms. The gospel of .Tesus 
Is addressed to mankind- He is the 
universal man in life, message and ex- 
ample. He makes it. hard for the rich 
man to enter into tbe kingdom of God, 
not because there is any special wick- 
edness in being rich, but because riches 
bring enlarged responsibilities, while at 
the same time they tend to weaken the 
authority of spiritual sanctions. Mes- 
sages addressed In the name of Christ 
to the rich ere equally applicable to the 
poor. 


'•Rich people are like all other people 


—human. They have their ovrn sor- 
rows, temptations, struggles, failures, 
needs. There are among them men and 
women whose simplicity of life and un- 
selfish public service-cannot be ques- 
tioned or improved upon. There are 
mauy rich families whose home life Is 
as beautiful, simple and unostentatious 
as any to be found. There are many 
young men and women, children of 
great wealth, who daily and hourly 
give ;o the world an example of self 
sacrifice for others which is most reas- 
suring. In the uature of the case it is 
no crime to be rich, any more than it Is 
a crime to be poor. 


"If tbe possession of wealth is a 


crime, then we are a nation of crim- 
inals, for practically every American 
man Is doing bis best to get rich. As a 
class the rich are probably misrepre- 
sented by the jirws more persistently 
than any other unless it be politicians. 
The public attitude toward them swings 
between shrieking slander and an ad- 
ulation as di.«gu#tins as it is absurd. 
This, added to the envy evoked by suc- 
cess, tbe appalliuc contrasts Iwtween 
tb« life of the ricb and that of tie 
poor In vur cit:c-=, tbe grotesque and 
heartless selfishness of many moneyed 
families and the increasing lawlessness 
of tbe American character among all 
classes. oonMHm<-s a situation as diffi- 
cult a« It is dantrerons. 


"It is a serious handicap to be born 


rich, for tb-ni ili<- necessity for strug- 
gle is eliminated, and man, like nature. 
advance only l,y struggle. The child 
of wealth lives in an unreal world and 
is in danger of l»econilng decenerated 
mentally, morally and physically by 
luxury. As a iu1". be grows ur» lo mis- 
understand bi« ;ijre.

:hernKelves to create Iu the public tulud 
lie linprersion that they are of differ- 
ent cluy, when they are simply brilliant 
larusites living on money accumulated 
jy other men's bruins and depending 
for safety ou religion and morals in- 
herited from a pious ancestry or bor- 
rowed from their less wealthy neigh- 
bors. 
The sous of wealth ought to 


turn away from all vulgar display. So- 
cial functions costing vast sums of 
money within the sight of the black 
nightmare of city slums are worse than 
folly—they are a crime. 


"Power without due sense of duty is 


as dangerous as dynamite in the hands 
of a lunatic. Money means power, and 
power of any kind involves solemn 
moral obligations. 
The man vcho is 


free from struggle on his own account 
ought to struggle for others. 
Xo more 


deadly danger can confront a people 
than increase of wealth 'coupled with 
relative decrease of moral "quality. It 
is like taking from children their dolls 
and tops and giving them Catling guns 
and torpedoes for playthings. Where 
the rich show earnestness and sobriety 
of character and a genuine sense of ob- 
ligation to their fellows they become 
fountains of peace and progress. Where 
they squander their money with wild 
recklessness upon their -whims and pas- 
sions they kindle the flame of envy, 
distrust, fear and hate and disturb the 
stability of society, which depends up- 
on the mental good will of all classes. 


"It is time 'for the sons of wealth in 


America to be recalled to their real 
duty and their supreme opportunity. 
They have sufficient esamples in their 
own ranks to show the way to this 
higher life. Let them lay aside their 
costly instruments of pleasure and 
hectic excitement and let them experi- 
ence the exultant joy of service. In- 
stead of sapping by their example the- 
moral life of the land let them begiu 
to make some real contribution to the 
spiritual resources of their time and 
country. Let them get their feet on the 
ground among folks, take up their po- 
litical duties, strike Hands vdili the 
men of brain and brawn who are doing 
things and so help to keep the soul in 
man from being crushed beneath the 
ashes of materialism. Till then, and 
not till then, shall be hushed that bode- 
ful cry of social hate which, like the 
sobbing of the winds across a win- 
ter sea, startles with its note of dan- 
ger. 


"How is America to fuiail her high 


destiny if those who ought to be her 
princely leaders behave like ground- 
lings? Mazzini cried to the young no- 
blemen of Italy, 'Come and suffer!' and 
their response added a new and sub- 
lime chapter to the story of human 
progress. Hungary had her Kossuth, 
Germany her Bismarck, England her 
Gladstone and her Shaftesbury. 
We 


have had a Lincoln from among tbe 
peasants and a Roosevelt of gentle 
birtb, but Ijoth by the sheer might of 
their noble manhood have won for 
themselves a place of imperishable love 
in the hearts of their countrymen. 
These and their like ought to be the 
models after which our American sons 
of wealth shall build their life."

INTERESTS OF AGRICULTURE 


Purpose of International Congress to' 


Meet In Rome, Italj-. 


King Victor Emmanuel of Italy has 


taken the initial step toward conven- 
ing an international agricultural con- 
gress at Rome, Italy, says tbe Wash- 
ington Star. The convention will be 
called for the specific purpose of estab- 
lishing an international chamber of ag- 
riculture, tee primary objects of which 
would be to collect and disseminate 
correct information relative to prices 
of agricultural products all over £be 
world, the condition of crops harvested 
and under cultivation, the stock on 
hand and in transit, tbe creation of 
centers of agricultural activity, the 
federation of those now in existence, 
the establishment of a permanent ex- 
change for agricultural products and 
the drafting of agricultural treaties. 


According to the present tentative 


plans, the chamber is to be divided in- 
to two hoiises, an upper bouse, in 
which each nation shall have an equal 
representation, and a lower house, in 
which tbe representation shall be in 
proportion to the interests represented.

ed at the conference by Ambassador 
White niid by Dr. Albert F. Woods, 
chief pathologist and physiologist of 
the department of agric-ultuix-. who is 
also the United States delt-cate to the 
second 
international botanical con-

Readers will perhaps recall the case 


of Dr. B. Slocum. an army surgeon in 
India, who in 1887 operated upon him- 
self for snake-bite. 
It appears 
that 


one night the doctor, on jumping into 
bed, 
disturbed a snake which was 


foiled up between 
the 
sheets. The 


<•! cat lire immediately fastened on the 
great toe of the disturber of its rest, 
and. 
though it was shaken off and im- 


mediately killed, it left behind a small 
punciurc, which the 
surgeon 
knew 


meant death unless prompt and heroic 
measured were taken. Fortunately for 
himself, Dr.-Slocum was a man of in- 
finite nerve, and. quickly getting out 
his surgical 
instruments, he unhesi- 


tatingly severed the toe at the second 
joint, bound it up, and returned 
to 


bed. 


At the same time Dr. Slocum's per- 


formance it v:a.3 gutted that only a 
fortnight, previously an 
agriculturist 


named Scnn. finding himself bitten in 
tho thumb by a deadly 
cobra, 
had 


calmly gone into the woodshed, laid 
bis hand on the block, and 
with 
a 


stroke, from an ax had severed 
the 


bitten linger. That the man by his 
promptness had saved his 
life 
was 


proved by the surgeon who afterwards 
e.\amined him. and stated that had he 
delayed only 15 minutes nothing could 
have saved him from a terrible death. 


Dr. Westcott of Plainfields. N. .T., is 


probably the only surgeon who has 
ever performed the operation of skin- 
grafting upon his own body. In 1897 
Or. Westcott, who was then stopping 
in Philadelphia, met with an accident 
in an elevator whereby a strip of skin 
and flesh was torn off his left leg. The 
wound was dressed, hut for several 
weeks it refused to heal, though the 
flush closed in a little 
At the end of 


three months skin-grafting was rec- 
ommended. 
Dr. WestcoU's wife (he 


bad been married only three years) 
hnplcrcd that she might provide the 
cuticle. At first her husband refused. 
but at last consented, and after due 
deliberation ho determined to perform 
ilie skin grafting himself.
